CHAPTER XIX. 

Boyish Sport. 

Sometimes when I am wiping down the gleaming barrels, or 
oiling the musical locks of the pretty little seven pound Greener 
which I use nowadays; sometimes when I am cutting or crimping 
the polished shells that make the matter of shooting so neat and 
handy to the S|<ortsman of to-day; sometimes when I find myself 
toying with the glistening pellets of Tatham or Robertson, or 
admiring the beautiful powder of Dupont or Curtis <fc Harvey; 
sometimes as I debate between the several tempting wares of 
rival wad-makers, my mind reverts to several periods at which 
the question was not what I should shoot, but whether I could 
shoot at all. During the civil war my lot was cast In the South. 
Io 1862, T86S and the early part of 1864 I was a cadet at the 
Virginia Military Institute, which occupied toward the Con¬ 
federacy much the same relation as that of West Point toward 
the North. We had a large corps of cadets; for the most part 
they were youngsters, sons of gentlemen who wished to make 
proper food for powder of their boys, and have them killed, not 
In the vulgar herd, but with shoulder straps. Alas! how many 
of them walked that road. I went there intending to enter the 
army, as soon as I was fitted to be a sub-lleuteuant. 

The country around Lexington, the town In which the Institute 
la located, Is very well stocked with game. Io the valleys quails 
are abundant. In the mountain streams adjacent, that moet 
beautiful of all fish, the mountain trout (Salmo fonUnalii) Is quite 
plentiful. On the mountains of the Blue Ridge deer are still 
numerous, and even a few bears may yet be found. In the hills 
which lie at the foot of the mountain ranges, squirrels, ruffed 
grouse, and In season, wild pigeons, fairly swarm. 

The discipline of the school was very strict. Besides the aca¬ 
demic duties which were by no means light, great stress was laid 
upon military details. Beglnulng with reveille at early dawn, 
we were drilled In squad drill before breakfast, guard mounting 
after breakfast, company or battalllon drill In the afternoon, and 
dress parade In the evening. When to these are added breakfast, 
dinner, and ( supper roll-call, tattoo, and taps dally, and guard 
duty of two hours on and four hours off, about once a week, it 
will be seen that there was little time for sport. But Saturday 
was an off day. It was the only day In the week on which we 
were allowed to leave the limits of the Institute. Oo that day 
academic duties and drllU were suspended and we were permitted 
to go wheresoever we bsw fit, between reveille and retreat, pro¬ 
vided we answered to our names at breakfast, dinner and supper 
roll-call. 

For the first year the novelty of military life made me quite 
forget my old passion for field sports, and It was not until It was 
re-awakened by a little Incident, that I found opportunity to In¬ 
dulge It. 

One Saturday, In the Fall of 1863, Cadet M. S. S. and myself 
took a long stroll Into the country after chestnuts, of which 
there was an unusual quantity that Fall. Our route lay In the 
direction of what is known as the Grassy Hills. We bad a floe 
morning of It, filling our pillow-cases which we had brought along 
in lieu of better bags. All during the hour or two that we were 
In the woods we heard f[om time to time not very far distant, 
the sharp crack of a mountain rifle. Gradually the sound ap¬ 
proached us, until, at last, we heard a report just above where 
we stood, and looking up, beheld a diminutive specimen of a 
country boy, not over fifteen years of age, “loaded to the gun' 
wales” with squirrels. When the little fellow drew closer to us 
we found that he was armed with an old mountain rifle, the barrel 
of which must have been nearly five feet long, and which oper¬ 
ated on a solid flint and steel basis, fortunately for him, for at 
that late day of the Confederacy percussion caps to suit the nip¬ 
ple of a fowling piece could not be had for love or money. I 
believe It Is no exaggeration to say that of tbe twelve or fifteen 
squirrels which the boy had killed, at least eight or ten were shot 
In the bead, and yet he was such a little runt of a chap that he 
could barely hold the gun In position on the horizontal. The 
mast In tbe forests was unusually heavy that Fall, and I have 
never seen such abundance of squirrels and pigeons. Conversa¬ 
tion with the boy excited our curiosity, not only to see him shoot, 
but to test the truth of his wooderful statements about tbe game 
In the woods. He said he was shooting for a living, that his 
father was In the army, and his mother very poor. That the 
tavern keeper In Lexington furnished hla powder and bullets and 
gave him twenty-five cents to confederate money for every squir¬ 
rel he killed, and that he could kill twenty-five squirrels a day. 
He said he didn’t “ ’Low htseelf to be anything extry of a shot, 
but pappy had teached him how to work de old gun befo’ he 
went away with Stonewall, and It was right smart help to his 
mammy, and aheap of fun.’’ He told us that tbe woods were 
full of squirrels, a fact as to which we needed little enlightenment, 
for they had been barking all around us, and he added “Ef I had 
some shot I’d a killed a chance of pigeons, for I runs agio 'em 
every few hundred yards." 

8. and I were so captivated with the little fellow that we de¬ 
termined to follow him and watch him shoot. He cautioned us 
to be very quiet, and obeying his Injunction we watched him at a 
short distance and saw him make some most admirable shots. It 
was truly wonderful to witness the quickness and keenness of 
that boy’s eyesight. By the trembling of a leaf; by the shaking 
of a twig; by the falling of an acorn hnll; he could locate a 
squirrel, and watching, waiting, patient, silent, he would spot 
the wary little victim, and aiming at hlsear or head, would bring 
him trembling to the earth. 8. and I were very anxious to try 
our hands. Several times when the squirrels presented a fair 
target he let us do so, but we were babee beside him. It-took 
*i to show os tbe fork of the limb where bnnny was 

curled away; and after we caught sight of an ear or a bead onr 
erring aim sent the bullet wide of the mark, making the little 


victim shift hlB position so that another five minutes’ walk around 
was necessary to get a bead upon him. Then our little friend, 
declaring that we mustn’t waste Mr.- ’s powder and bullets, 
would settle down on him, and one crack would fetch him to the 
earth shot In the nose or the eye. 

That was a brave boy and an honest boy. I've forgotten his 
name. But I’ve often thought of him and wondered whether 
this queer world ever gave him opportunity, In a wider sphere, 
to show how true he was, and how much fidelity he bore to those 
who trusted him. 

Cadet fare In those days was very primitive. We had passed 
the days of luxuries. It had become a stern struggle for exist¬ 
ence with the people among whom I lived. Day after day we 
went to the Institute tables and were glad to see a repast of corn 
bread, peas and bacon of very dubious flavor, Imported upon a 
blockade runner via Nassau. We were more fortunate than 
others by far. 

8. and I hankered after squirrel meat, for we were tired of 
Nassau bacon, and we made a commercial proposition to the 
youth at whose girdle hung the many trophies of the chase. We 
offered him first fifty cents, then seventy-five cents, then a dollar 
apiece, for half a dozen of his squirrels, but we might as well 
have expected a smile from the Sphinx for offering to kiss her, 

as an acceptance from that boy. He said that Mr._, of 

the Lexington tavern had furnished bis ammunition. That be 
had no right to sell Mr. ——'s game. That be would receive 

twenty-five cents for all be killed with Mr. - 'b ammunition 

and bad no right to barter them away. That he couldn’t tell 
him a He about It and wouldn't sell one of bis squirrels for five 

dollars. But he thought Mr.-would do so If we asked him. 

Thus we parted. I have sometimes wondered since I've grown 
old enough to philosophize, whether this spirit of truth, this 
simple honesty, this unfaltering fidelity to trust, didn’t contrib¬ 
ute greatly to earn the title of Stonewall for the brigade In which 
that boy’s father was a private soldier. That they were out¬ 
flanked, that they were whipped, according to every principle of 
scientific warfare, Is admitted by every learned authority of mod¬ 
ern days who writes about Manassas But that they*stood and 
fought where their commander to’d them; that they planted 
their bodies, dead or alive, on the line which he had designated, 
until they were likened to a stone-wall; that they snatched 
victory out of the jaws of defeat aud made their commander Im¬ 
mortal, Is a fact of history. This was a son of oue of " Stone- 
wall's ” men. 

8. and I didn't reason philosophically about him as we hurried 
home, already liable to five demerits Incurred by loss of time In 
the vain effort to seduce him. History ha 1 not then shaped It¬ 
self up so as to make food for philosophy. We thought the 
little red-headed urchin a moet Impracticable and pig headed 
subject. We were both keen for squirrel meat, and the little 
taste of sport we had enjoyed bad revived our dormant love of 
shooting. Both agreed that If we depended upon a weapon like 
bis we'd die of hunger before we filled the pot On our whole 
journey homeward-we were occupied In devising plans for a buut 
on the following Saturday. We were easily supplied with amis. 
General Philip 8t. George Cocke, shortly prior to tbe war, had 
presented to tbe corps of cadets a stand of beautiful little 
muskets, smooth-bore, and so light, being for the use of half- 
grown boys, that they were not much heavier than double-bar¬ 
reled fowling pieces. For powder and caps we thought we could 
safely rely upon the ancient Milesian, known as the ordnance 
Bergeant, who presided over the arsenal. But for shot. How 
about that? Ah t there was the rub. On our return through 
Lexington we Inquired at every store In the place where It was 
likely we could find any shot, but our search was vain, as we 
learned there was not a pound of shot of any size to be obtained 
at any price. 

I found 8.'s ardor for sport as great as my own, and nothing 
daunted by our failure we resolved to have an ample supply 
during the week. 

It was too late to see our friend Jerry, the ordnance sergeant, 
when we reached barracks that evening,hut getting an opportunity 
upon.Monday, we putln half an hour’s flattering converse with 
the old fellow, whereby we captured him completely. 

Jerry was one of those specimens of tbe military which I pre¬ 
sume have existed from the times of Romulus and R-mus, who 
retired for honorable service, still maintain the severest military 
aspect, and whose lives revolve arouud some great military event 
In which, many years agone, they were actors. Jerry's glory had 
been won upon tbe fields of Mexico. He had been a private In 
a regiment of United States regulars, had received his glory mark 
from a Mexican blunderbuss at Cburubusco, and had been borne 
off on a stretcher from the storming of tbe capital. 

The good book tells us that In the breastplate of Judgment, 
worn next to the heart of Aaron, the two gleaming jewels, Urlm 
and Thummtm, shone with a brilliancy that eclipsed all others, 
and so of these glorious military events In the mind of 
Jerry MacLaugblln. Beside them Thermopylae and Marathon, 
Crecy and Aglncourt, Blenheim and Malplaquet, Saratoga and 
Yorktown, Marengo and Waterloo, Inkerman and Balaklava, 
paled Into utter loetgolflcance. The old fellow lived and moved 
and bad bis being In the atmosphere of those great events. He 
still wore the fatigue uniform of a union veteran, and knew no 
parlaoce but that of the camp. Many Is the cadet that went off 
with a flea In his ear for addressing Jerry with undue familiarity. 
To such he was as short as pie crust, tolerating no liberties with 
one of his Importance, and If need be, enforcing respect by men¬ 
ace with the stick that assisted the stiffened joint of his Mexican 
leg. 

8. and I found him rather crusty, but a short parley Induced 
the old fellow to open his heart and bis lockers. We had to wade 
through several Mexican campaigns, however, before our sup¬ 
plies were lsaued. 

At last laden with a good supply of military caps and 
musket powder, and a bag of leaden bullets, we felt that we were 
coming to something tangible. 

Our first essay at manufacturing shot was as follows; We re¬ 
paired to tbs blacksmith-shop and hammered the musket balls 
until they were flat and about one-sixteenth of an Inch In thick¬ 
ness. We then cut the lead Into stripe about one-slxteentb of an 


10 wiuin, we tnen chopped them Into square bits making 
little cubes. We then rolled them for some time between draw¬ 
ing boards, taking off tbe square edges and making Irregular 
pellets^ By this process, which was quite tedious, we had by 
Thursday of that week, after consuming all our hours of recrea¬ 
tion,succeeded In accumulating quite a little pile of shot.amount- 
lng to several pounds. But the process was very slow and we 

“P° n a “ other experiment. We found some sheet tin 
that had been blown from the barracks roof, and perforated It 
thoroughly with nail holes. We then supplied ourselves with 
buckets of water,and heating the lead and tbe tin to which latter 
we affixed a handle In the form of a split stick we poured tbe lead 
upon the perforated tin; it ran through the boles and trickled 
down Into the water below. Unfortunately, however, we found 
upon examining the pellets that they had long tails to them 
making them resemble tadpoles more than shot. Nothing daunted 
l , h .f WC °" to raoQl(i them, and then with a knife, pro¬ 
ceeded to cut off the tails of every pellet. It Is difficult to convey 
an Idea of the tedlousness of this process, or the patience neces- 
eary to get the shot in proper condition. If any Bporteman 
wlsbea to form some conception of It let him attempt to cVunt the 
pelleta In live pounds of squirrel shot, to say nothing of pausing 

nn * h0t ’ , But and 1 8tuck 10 our "°rk bravely 
Flodlng on Friday evening that we still had not ss many shot as 
we thought we needed, we formed a queer workshop. 

The rules for extinguishing lights at taps were peremptory. 
w ® re beat at 10 o clock sharp. In every room sat a square 
table about six by s!x feat, at which cadets were expected to 

8t “ dy - t n r ° U !i? * 8 ', &ud 1 P lnned our blankets, and under It, 
»1th a tallow dip for a light, we carried on our work until we 
were each rewarded, after midnight, with a large pop bottle of 

Lights out Id number thirty-two,” suddenly resounded from 
the area below and disturbed our merry conversation under the 
table, which, with subdued voices, we were carrying on In perfect 
security. We paused and listened. 

“ Lights out in number thlrty-two,” came again, clear and un- 
mlatakable And sure enough, there was the treacherous hole. 
The blanket had become unpinned at a point opposite the glass 
doors of our room; a column of light escaped directly through 
them and dauced upon the rafters of the stoop, as an advertise¬ 
ment of our work. Out popped tbe light In a twinkling. A mo¬ 
ment later we were curled up on our little mattress, picturing the 
pleasures of the morrow and running over In our mlndf tbe 
thousand semes of boyish sport revived by our proposed squirrel 
hunt. It seemed but an hour afterward that the quick tap of tbe 
drum and screaming fife of reveille announced the opening day, 
and o all the throng of half-dressed youngsters that hurried 
down to roll call, none moved more briskly than 8. and I. That 
finished, we were free. In five minutes we were together In the 
rear of the barracks ready to start for the woods. We could not 
await breakfast In our eagerness, but. stealing by back alleys to 
the mess hall kitchen, tipped old “Judge,” tbe cook, fora hand¬ 
ful of bread aud meat, aud succeeded In scoring three more de¬ 
merits each by meeting a sub-professor In tbe heart of tbe for- 
bidden precincts, as he came out for his warm water to shave. 

Jack, said I, as we hurried away, “ I estimate that It will 
not take ua more than a month at this business, to get dismissed 
from the Institution, If our luck holds out. We got five demerits 
ast Saturday. Five for lights up last nlght.and three this morn¬ 
ing for visiting kitchen. If our luck doesn’t change we?ll soon 
have plenty of leisure to go shooting, for we’re only allowed 100 
demerits the half session.” 

Bah! What were demerits to ns on a morn like that? In the 
crisp mountain breeze we stood watching the sun as It came

climbed the slope of the hills opposite the Institute, and were 
pausing 0.1 the bluffs of tbe North river; and now once more 
' ! at a P ace > we were hurrying away to the foot 

hills of the mountains, five miles distant, buoyant as a pair of 
mountain bucks. H 

Gaining the mountain road we now and then met or were over- 
taken bysome old countryman or countrywoman, mounted on 
their broad-backed horses, j .gglng peacefully along, looking 
askance at us and doubtless thinking of their orchards or hen 
roosts, for cadet wanderings meant no good to either. Now we 
,)aas ‘mountain cabin by the roadside, where the curling smoke 
and bustling mistress tell of the morning meal. Now we pass 
the great atone spring, fedhy thejparkllng strcamlettbat trickles 
down the ravine, just fringed wltff the thin crust of Ice that 
melts as the sud comes forth. Now we stand aside while the 
morning stage coach, with Its four big bays, and driver with the 
cherry-colored nose, go slashing by, the horses’ hoofs ringing out 
a merry clatter on the frozen road, and we think, as we trot be¬ 
hind, blowing our numbed fingers, of the day when they will 
bear us on our way homeward, to the railroad thirty miles away. 
At last, reachiog our destination and turning off Into tbe bills, 
we are alone In the woods on one of the loveliest mornings that 
ever the sun shone down upon. “ Now, Plover,” said 8., “ let 
us separate. Do you Bee the big cbestout tree near tbe foot of 
yonder hill? Well, there we’ll meet at 12 o’clock. Meanwhile 
let us take opposite directions, and get far apart so that our shots 
may not disturb each other’s sport." We were Boon strolling 
along, each by himself. The sun had mounted high In the 
heavens, his beams filling the beautiful wooded hillside with 
light and shadow. Theforcst was ablaze with Autumn splendor, 
the deep green spruce and pine and holly, the crimson gum, the 
golden hickory, the dappled maple, the brown oak; the gray- 
bodled birch, tbe stately sycamore, the wide-spreading chestnut, 
the airy tulip tree, the light dog wood, aje, a hundred varieties 
of forest growth, were grouped and blended as no earthly artist 
could have placed them. The rich soft carpeting of Autumn 
leaves lay spread beneath our feet In splendor of coloring that no 
loom could Imitate; and bathed In sunlight, wrapped In delicious 
silence, Nature around, smiled aud welcomed us with outstretched' 
arms. I wandered on, watching and listening, but more en¬ 
grossed for the moment with the beauties of the Autumn scenery 
than with a search for game. 

Tbe poetical Idea that Autumn la a period of sadness or mel¬ 
ancholy has alwaya struck me as singularly Infelicitous. It Is, 
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with me, the season of reviving energy, of quick, well braced, 
high-strung life and elasticity. A time when the languors and 
lassitudes of Summer heats are cleared away with the crisp breath 
of approaching Winter. When the flaccid muscles of Midsummer 
are tuned up until they twang like bowstrings. A time when we 
can run and leap and shout, under the Inspiration of the boar 
frost, rejoicing that the leaden load of Summer has been taken 
of! our shoulders. 

Thus musing I went clambering up the hillside until at last I 
reached a little eminence from which was gained a full view qf 
the valley In which lay sleeping the town, the Institute, old 
Washington College, and all their surroundings, spread out like 
a pleasing picture. Oh I beautiful scene—one of the thousand 
joys vouchsafed to him who loves to wander In the wlldwood for 
something more than a bloody trophy. To-day, In that roomy 
art gallery of the brain not made by the band of human architect, 
that picture hangs. It Is an original—a masterpiece—a gem of 
landscape—ever fresh, ever beautiful, undesecrated by the 
clumsy hand of awkward copyists. Thrice prized, because no 
print or Imitation has made It common. I see the village spires 
clear cut against the sky—the little graveyard with Its gleam¬ 
ing shafts—the sunlit streets—the rows of little brick houses with 
their curling smoke—the college grounds and buildings with 
their avenues and rows of Grecian columns half hidden by trees— 
the grand old country houses dotting the adjacent hills, gather¬ 
ing around them the outbuildings as a hen gathers her chickens 
under her wings. The looming bastions of the Institute 
barrackB surmounted by Its broad ensigns. The broad expanse 
of parade ground, on which the tiny figures of the men at guard- 
mounting moved like ants. The hills between us, and beyond, 
dotted with grazing herds. The river meandering past the mills 
which stood at the covered bridge, now lit with sunlight, now 
sleeping In the deep shadows of the wooded cliffs, and In the far 
background piling hill upon hill the blgh-reared summits of the 
Blue Ridge range contrasting with the matchless blue of the 
firmament above. 

Oh, Kenpett 1 oh Church 1 oh Doran! oh, ye host of painters that 
have at once made fame for your country and for yourselves by 
embalming her heavenly landscapes upon canvas, where have 
you slept that you have never yet essayed to catch the beauties 
and the glories of this exquisite picture? With thoughts that 
wandered from the scene to home, to childhood, to the weird 
future near at hand all wreathed In battle smoke, to the possi¬ 
bility of death or fame or both within the year, I sat almost un¬ 
conscious that the day was passing, until the ringing report of 
S.’s musket waked me from the dream. Turning away I sought 
the summit of the little ridge, and now, with cautious step and 
searching glance bestirred mySelf—all was sunlight and silence. 
Nought disturbed the perfect stillness save the far off drumming 
of the ruffed grouse, or the hollow Bounding hammering of the 
woodpecker. Ha 1 a hickory ? well stocked with nuts! Be still I 
wait, wait; we shall see. Do I hear a little munching, nibbling, 
crunching, on the limbs above? -Yes. Do you see those little 
pieces of nut come pattering down? He’s here. Be careful; a 
movement will throw him up on his bind legs with a look of In¬ 
quiry for two minutes, and then he’ll curl up In the nearest forks 
of a limb bo that we will search lu vain. Watch where the nut¬ 
shells fall. Follow them up with the eye—up, up, up. There 1 
I saw a twig move! Walt now—It moves again. Hurrah! he 
has shifted his position and moved full In sight. 81-o-w-l-y; we-U 
make-hlm-sprlog-away-lf-we-move rapidly. Now, home made 
shot, do your work. Bang! The reverberation rolls down the 
ridge, over to the bills beyond and back, and the first squirrel 
has bitten the dust, while the second, unseen before the shot was 
fired, goes jumping from limb to limb. Now rushing upward, 
now swinging out upon mere whip lashes, and throwing himself 
from tree to tree. Now plunging downward as If to take to the 
earth. At last reaching a tall oak, and disappearing In his holr, 
while I was frantically trying to keep pace with him and re load at 
the same time. Gathering my victim, It was but a little while be¬ 
fore the coughing bark of another squirrel directed my course to 
his whereabouts, and fisdlng him In a clump of hazel hushes I 
bad little trouble In killing him, as he clung, head downward, 
sprawled on the broadside of a sycamore, with flirting tall, look¬ 
ing anxiously for the cause of disturbance. 

Now and then from the distance came the cheerful assurance 
that S. too was making pot-pie. 

The next gentleman I met was regaling him-elf on the ground 
behind an old log, from which he sprung within ten feet of me, 
and with his tall thrown over his back, he gave me a lively chase, 
dodging and flirting himself about with such celerity that I never 
got a bead on him until he poised for a spring high up on a 
maple limb. Then he came down, tumbling and catching at every 
twig, having only a broken leg, and, striking the ground, 
scrambled back and forth until a well-directed blow brought him 
to himself. S. had by this time opened fire regularly. Hearing 
several shots In rapid succession and suspecting he had hung a 
tartar, I went down to where be was and found him pounding 
away at a grey Bqulrrel that had taken refuge In the topmost 
branches of a giant poplar. His first shot had stung sufficiently 
to make him cautious. Scarcely discernible he only exposed a 
nose, shifting his position cautiously as 8. moved around, but 
never giving him a fair shot. My arrival soon quieted him. He 
was outflanked, and while I made a feint at him 8. got a fair 
mark and brought him “with hideous ruin and combustion down 
to bottomless perdition.” He seemed a mlnut) falling. 

We were congratulating ourselves on our last capture when the 
loud rush of wings overhead caused us both to look up and be¬ 
hold a fine flight of pigeons bound for the little hazel thicket I 
bad- just visited. “ Don’t shoot,” sung out my companion. 
“Let us follow them.” Moving forward cautiously we were de¬ 
lighted to see bunch after bunch of pigeons moving past us, 
feeding here a little, and there a little, then pitching forwarj and 
alighting again, all flying toward the beech and hazel on the hill. 
“Now, all we have to do,” said 8., who knew more about pigeons 
than I did," Is to keep up with the birds, and we’ll have sport all 
day.” Moving on a line parallel with the flight of the birds,we ran 
along rapidly until we were abreast of the spot where I had 
observed that the mast was thickest, and closing in upon them 
cautiously, I had my first view of a genuine pigeon feeding. The 
ground was.fairly covered with the bobbing forms of many birds, 
snapping up greedily the acorns and nuts that strewed the ground. 
The fresh arrivals were constantly pouring In, alighting tor a 
moment upon the lower branches and thence dropping to the 
ground, or poising with fanning pinion a few feet above and set¬ 
tling almost upon each other’s backs. It Is difficult to conceive 
a scene of livelier bustle than they presented as they waddled 
and hopped and pecked and flapped their wings, apparently al¬ 
most regardless of our presence. “ We had better shoot at 
once,” whispered 8. “ThisIs the head of the flock. If we shoot 
now others will come on and we will make a good bag without 
moving. Will you shoot, or shall I? One must fire at them on 
the ground, and the other on the rise.” 

“I’ll go first,” said I, waiving all question as to the eportsman- 
• sbtp of such proceeding, and a moment later I plowed a lane 
Into the surging mass. They rose, poised, whirled, and were off; 
but he took heavy toll from them ere they departed, as they 
turned tbelr light sides toward us. “Load quickly,” he shouted 
at ms, as I rushed In for several wounded birds that were limping 
and fluttering off. It was good advice. Now that we bad In¬ 


sured enough to fill our table we could afford to try single birds 
on the wing, and right pretty sport had we for half an hour 
standing there concealed behind the trees, as the drivers came In 
to us from the direction In which the first bad appeared. This 
little spurt gave us ample opportunity to test our home made 
shot, and It Is my opinion that deadlier pellets never flew from 
the muzzle of a gun, than thoee made by hammering the lead 
and rolling it. They were very heavy and very compact. The 
only objection was that they tore through and through the game, 
but whether this was due to the great power of the little mus¬ 
kets I cannot say. The drip shot appeared to us rather light. We 
Increased their density In our subsequent experiments by drop¬ 
ping them from a greater elevation. 

- At last the pigeons stopped coming In. We gathered our vic¬ 
tims and left them hanging In a tree while we renewed our 
search for squirrels. After the mid-day lull we were rewarded 
with the finest sport of the day. Once more we struck a flock of 
feeding birds. Once more we had a full swing of slaughter. And 
although we started homeward In ample time, new opportunities 
occurring every few steps to tempt us, detained us until It was 
late In the afternoon before we regained the road. The eastern 
slopes were all lo shadow.

Ap¬ 
petite getting poorer, but along In the afternoon will eat a good meal 
of beefsteak; eyes clear, nose cool and moiat, rather costive (bowels 
open about once in three days) testicles swollen and little aore, getting 
very weak, and falling away In flesh ; hard for him to move. Have given 
him sulphate iron In two-grain doses twice a day for a week; bathed 
lumps with iodine, but to no purpoae; tongue not coated. Ans — 
-He has rheumatic inflammation with a tendency to suppuration; It is 
a very serious case, and may resist treatment, but try the following: 
Take of salicylate of soda, one and a half drams, water, two ounces; mix 
and give a teaspoouful In water three times a day, but don't repeat It. 
Take of sulphate of quinine, one drum; sulphate of Iron, half a dram; 
podophyllum, thirty gralne; mix. aud make thirty pills, put them in 
capsules, then you can give them In a piece of meat. Keep him warm 
aud dry, and as fast aa any abscesses present themselves, poultice and 
open them

Give 
him ten drops of mrpentlue in a leaepoonful of caator oil, morning and 
night, for two days, then if the bowels are not purging, give a table- 
spoonful of castor oil. If he should run too much on that amount of 
turpentine atop at any time. If this falls to bring away any worms 
after shout three days give one dram of aieca not in a pill mixed with 
syrup, aud follow It with a dose of oil. If the trouble Is worms all you 
will have to do Is to remove them and he will fatten.

CHAPTER XXXVII. 

The Fox-Terrier. 

It Is an Indisputable fact thst since the year 1875 the number 
of fox-terriers exhibited at our showe has steadily Increased. 
The breed having much to recommend It In the way of appear¬ 
ance, and not being of the Impetuous disposition which Is so char¬ 
acteristic of the modern bull-terrier, there Is no wonder that It 
should have become fashionable, amongst the fair sex especially. 

Unfortunately, at Its first appearance, almost anything In the 
shape of a terrier which was hound-marked, and which bad Its 
tall removed, was received by the uninitiated as a fox-terrier. 
Dog shows have, however, taught people differently, and the 
woret class of dog which used to be palmed off as a fox-terrier 
has almost disappeared. It Is nevertheless by no means to be 
taken for granted that the breed has shaken down Into one regu¬ 
lar, even type. There are at least two principal schools of breed¬ 
ers, holding entirely antagonistic, views concerning the class of 
dog which they want to see produced, and these two schools are 
In tbelr turn subdivided Into a number of smaller factions, who 
differ In certain details from the party to which they claim to 
belong. 

Before proceeding to trace out the history of the modern fox- 
terrier, and remark upon the differences of opinion which exist 
between his main supporters, we propose giving the remarks of 
several gentlemen who, being recognized authorities, have kindly 
given us the result of their researches. Foremost Is Mr. J. A. 
Doyle, of Urickhowell, whose kiDdness In supplying us with so 
much valuable Information,requires our most cordial acknowledge¬ 
ment. 

The antiquity and the precise origtu of the modern fox-terrier 
are Involved in considerable obscurity,and I cannot pretend to do 
more than to point out a few scattered facts bearing on the sub¬ 
ject. But before I approach that question it would he well to 
brush away certain fallacies on thi. matter which have, I believe, 
exercised a very deleterious effect on the breed of fox-terriers. 
We are often told that the fox-terrier is Dot a pure breed at all, 
but a manufacture—a compound of divers elements. Now, there 
le just enough of truth In this theory to make it dangerous. It 
la true enough that a large proportion of the dogs whom we see 
on the show benches, many of them more or leas true fox-terriers 
in outward appearance, are produced by ingenious, or more often 
by lucky crosses. It is probably true that the very best of them 
are not wholly free from alien crosses of beagle and hull-terrier. 
But I feel sure that a careful analysts and Investigation of pedi¬ 
grees will prove that the best fox-terriers are those which for 
many generations have been bred from doge of one definite type, 
and in whose pedigrees there le as little alloy as possible- To 
work out this lu full would oblige me to anticipate what will 
come Id more fittingly when I proceed to sketch the various fam¬ 
ilies into which fox-terriers are divided. 

Whether the fox-terrier was in his origin a croes-bred or made- 
up dog Is another question, and a far harder one to answer. But 
even If he be so, that fact does not take him out of the category 
of pure breeds. What le the modern pointer but a development 
of the old Spanish pointer by judicious infusions of foxhound 
blood! What Is the setter but a gradual development of the 
field spaniel by crosses calculated to give slzeand ranging power! 
Where are we to find a certainly pure breed of dog, excepting 
perhaps the bulldog and mastiff! Yet who would deny the 
claim of the Laverack setter or the Sefton pointer to be now a 
pure, distinct, and unmanufactured breed! I make Just the same 
claim for the modern Belvolr terriers, and for others that can 
trace back to strains with a definite and well-established type. 
The purity of blood may not be of so high a degree, but It is the 
same In kind. 

One argument often used by those who contend that the fox- 
terrier le a manufactured dog is the extreme diversity of type, 
which bailies the efforts of breeders. To my mind this elmply 
proves that there are an Immense number of dogs about, out¬ 
wardly resembling fox-terriers, but without any heredttary clilm 
to the name, and Incapable of transmitting even that amount of 
resemblance which they themselves possess. That breeders 
should fall, as long as they work with such materials, is but nat¬ 
ural. I see do reason to think that if breeders will cultivate 
hereditary purity of type, and carefully exclude all impure blood, 
however tempting its Immediate results may be, they will Had 
more diversity in fox-terriers than in any other kind of stock. 
Another cause of diversity, no doubt, Is the system, or rather the 
no-system, on which fox-terriers have been bred. So many are 
bred, and they are in so many hands, and multiply so rapidly, 
that Impure blood has great opportunities of circulating. More¬ 
over, no breed of animal has ever attained a high degree of 
uniformity and fixity of type, except through the operations of a 
few breeders, who have worked steadily and patiently from gener¬ 
ation to generation, with a definite goal in view. No one has yet 
done for fox-terriers what two generations of Booths did for 
Shorthorns; what Edward Laverack did for setters. They have 
for the moet part been bred by men who had no real knowledge 
of the materia] with which they werc^ working, and no aim be¬ 
yond an immediate result. Even those who have bred carefully, 
have kept the control of their materials In tbelr own hands for 
many generations together. Can we wonder that the result has 
not been wholly satisfactory! 

The precise antiquity of the fox-terrier Is, as I have sald r a 
question somewhat hard to solve. There is not, as far as I 
know, any definite evidence of the existence of the present breed 
earlier than the memory of men yet living. At the same time 
there is ample evidence for the existence of terriers used for 
the same purpose ae the modero fox-terrier, and it is far from 
Improbable that some of them closely resembled the present 
breed. For the early existence of terriers' we have the often- 
quoted evidence of Dr. Keys, or as be preferred to call himself, 
after the fashion of the day, Cains. In his great work on dogs 
already alluded to, he describes Terrarll, small dogs used for 
chaalDg the lesser kinds of vermin, and pursuing them under¬ 
ground. But of the shape and appearance of these dogs,and whether 
they were rough or smooth, he tells us nothing. Later writers 
who deal with field sports throw but little light ou the subject. 
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They occasionally refer to terriers and their work, but none give 
us any Idea of the external characteristics of the breed. One 
writer, Indeed, tells ns thst e cross between a mastiff and a 
beagle makes an excellent terrier I Another writer somewhat later, 
describee the terrier as a kind of mongrel greyhouod. It Is, 
however, clear that the terrier was well recognUed as a aportlDg 
dog. Thus Gilpin, Id bis description of the New Forest, gives 
sn account, evidently taken from some contemporary writer, of 
an eccentric Hampshire squire, In the seventeenth century, whose 
hall was inhabited by his hounds, spaniels and terriers; and by 
the manner In which the last are spoken of, it is clear that they 
were part of a country gentleman's sporting establishment. 
There is even more definite evidence thst In the last century 
terriers were bred with some care. In a memoir of the 
well-known Yorkshire squire, Colonel Thornton, who flourished 
In the latter half of the century, and whoee taetee embraced 
every department of sport, we read of a terrier belongtog to him 
called Pitch, " from whom are descended most of the white ter¬ 
riers in this kingdom.” It Is furthermore recorded that the 
Colonel paid special attention to his breed of terriers. In the 
sporting works of the early part of the century we begin to find 
more definite and detailed accounts of the terrier. The author 
of “ The Sportsman's Cabinet" gives a minute account of the 
peculiarities and working capacities of the terrier. There were, 
he tells us, two breeds; the one wire-haired, larger, more power¬ 
ful, aod harder bitten; the other smooth-haired and smaller, with 
more style. The former, he telle us, were white, with spots, the 
latter black and tan; the latter color apparently predominating. 
An accompanying print represents two terriers st work, one light- 
colored, the other dark, both prick-eared. The same writer tells 
us thst it was customary to take out two terriers with a pack of 
hounds, a larger and a smaller one—the latter as an ultimate re¬ 
sort, If the earth wer# too narrow to admit the bigger dog. That 
even at this time terriers were bred with some care, and that 
certain strains were highly valued, le shown by the recorded 
fact that a litter of seven pups was sold for twenty-one guineas 
—a good price even in these days—and that a full-grown dog on 
one occasion fetched twenty guineas. The real truth I Imagine 
to be, that there was no one definite and well-established type of 
terrier throughout the kingdom, but that here aod there some 
squire or huntsman, who chanced to be an enthusiast on the 
point, cherished a particular strain, and to a certain extent devel¬ 
oped a type for himself. Many a manor-house and farmstead In 
Devonshire and Yorkshire we may be sure had Its three brace of 
terriers, as well deserving of Immortality as the heroes of 
CharlieBhope, though not as fortunate In their historian. Pic¬ 
tures, unhappily, do not throw much light oo the matter. In old 
engravings we sometimes meet with a pair of rough-looking 
mongrels as the companions of a huntsman or earth-stopper, but, 
unhappily, excepting the one to which I referred above, none 
give a sufficiently detailed Idea to be of any value for the history 
of the breed. One exception Indeed there is, and that a somewhat 
curtoueone; a picture at Vlenna,by Hamilton, a Dutch painter,who 
lived early in the last century, contains a composition of fruit and 
flowers, with a white wire-haired terrier In the foreground. The 
dog has all the characteristics of the modern ehow terrier, with 
the one exception of a plok nose. He has apparently a good 
hard coat, and perfect drop ears. The shape of bis head, the 
expression of his face, and his whole attitude and outline, are 
thoroughly characteristic and terrier-like. The similarity le the 
more remarkable since there le, as we shall see, pretty good evi¬ 
dence that the modern wire-haired terrier le the result of a dis¬ 
tinct and well-ascertained cross In recenttlmes. Hamilton ranks 
among Dutch painters; his name, however, suggests an English 
connection, and I certainly have never met with a terrier, either 
in the palctlngB of Snyders or any of hie countrymen. 

As to the modern fox-terrier, bis history has been very clearly 
set forth in two articles published some while ago in the late 
Country newspaper, by a well-known writer, under the 
sobriquet of “ Peeping Tom.” He tells us, ou the authority 
of Mr. Gibson, one of the beet-known breeders of terriers, 
that nearly forty years ago there were dogs lu the Mid¬ 
lands possesstog all the characteristics of the modern show 
terrier. I may add that I have myself heard Mr. Gibson make 
the same statement. I may further illustrate this by mention¬ 
ing that two old bunting men made, quite Independently, the 
same criticism on s well-known modern show terrier—!, e., that 
she was exactly the same stamp as they remembered in tbelr boy¬ 
hood. The bitch in question wasVexer, by Venture, out of Fussy, 
ail names well known in ehow annals. Now, It may he impossi¬ 
ble to trace the origin of the modern show terrier to these dogs 
In each particular instance. But when we know that a well-rec¬ 
ognized breed existed some forty years ago, and that doge are 
now found possessing precisely the same characteristics, It Is 
hardly too much to assume that the breed has gone ou in direct 
succeeelOD. It is worth notice that many of these old terriers 
were black-aud-tan. The sire of Old Trap, for example, was a 
blsck-spd-Un dog; yet, I have been assured on good authority, a 
true fox-terrier. I have certainly found myself, tljat breeding 
cloeely to the Old Trap blood le apt to produce heavy markings. 
Mr. Gibson also once told me that he had got a litter of black- 
and-tan pups by Trap out of a white bitch. Indeed, I have little 
doubt that any enthusiast who took the trouble might, if he 
cared, re-establish the old black-and-tan breed by careful selec¬ 
tion. But, of course, as every one knows, the white dog is the 
most easily seen, and therefore far the best for cover shooting 
and general purposes, and so, by the process of survival of the 
fittest,” he has extinguished the old black-and-tau type. The 
writer lu the journal to whom I before referred mentions a pic¬ 
ture of one of these black-and-tan doge,In which he le represented 
as a thorough terrier, according to modern notions, in every re¬ 
spect, save color. The tradition of hie exploits wtth a badger bae 
also survived. I may mention that I have actually seen a black- 
and-tau terrier in the flesh to whom the same description wonld 
apply. He, I was assured, came from a distinct black-and-tan 
strain now almost extinct. 

I may mention one fact,ae Illustrating strongly to my mind the 
connection between the modern ehow terrier aud the kennel ter¬ 
rier of twenty or thirty years ago. Every one who is familiar 
with modern show terriers knows Mr. Burbldge's Fan. A more 
thorough terrier, lu expression and general appearance, It would 
be impossible to find. Her pedigree goes back for several gener¬ 
ations through well-recognized lines, chiefly to the kennel terri¬ 
ers of the Grove bounds. Yet, except Old Jock, who, aa Is well 
knowD, was bred at the Rufford kennels, there is not a single 
ehow dog in her pedigree. Thla, I think, makes pretty strongly 
for my view that the modern show fox-terrier (when good) owes 
his origin, not, as some would have us believe, to Ingenious¬ 
ly-welded crosses of bull-terrier, beagle, etc., but to the old ken¬ 
nel terrier of thirty years back. No donbt fair Imitations of ter¬ 
riers may be produced by the “ manufacturing ” process, but no 
man can hope to breed from them wtth success unless he ex¬ 
pects the law* of nature to be suspended for his special benefit. 

I will now pas* from the region of speculation tothat of actual 
fact, and deal with the show terrier aa we have known him dur¬ 
ing the last ten or twelve yean—In fact, since shows became an 
Institution. Before going Into details, however, It may be as 
well to say a few word* as to the genera) character of show terri¬ 
ers and the changes which they have undergone. At the outset 
of dog shows the prize winners were simply the beet looking ken- 
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nel terriers. The Grove contributed Old Jock and Grove Nettle, 
the Oskley Old Trap, and the Quorn Psyche. Very soon, how¬ 
ever, the demand outran the supply. Fox-terriers became the 
fashion, and suffered accordingly. People were found ready to 
give £30 or £40, and even more, for actual or possible prize-win¬ 
ners, and pups with any pretence to merit were bought up greet- 
tly. The result was that the market was speedily filled with 
dogs who had no claim whatever to the title of fox-terriers. 
Thla soon made itself felt on the show benches. Doge either far 
too fine, or light of bone, or far too heavy foj work, won prizes, 
and multiplied their kind. A well-marked bead wae regarded as 
a far more important point than such trifles aa feet and coat, 
All definiteness of type was lost. One year toys reigned supreme, 
next season giants had their day. The true terrier seemed le 
danger of extinction, and was probably only preserved by one or 
two persons who went on breeding the right type patiently, with 
very little Immediate reward. 

It would be, perhaps, rather perilousjto go into details as to 
the modern show doge, but few will deny that the last few years 
have seen a considerable improvement. Not only are most of 
our prize-winners genuine working termers, iu appearance and 
character, but they also most of them derive their good qualities 
from certain definite and well-established strains. We may there¬ 
fore reasonably hope that breeders are at length on the right 
tack, and that we may look for a marked improvement during 
the next few years. 

I propose now to take a survey of the leading families of show 
terriers. But before I do so I must eay a word about two or 
three special groupe of terriers somewhat antecedent to show 
days. First of Ml, there Is one type which has contributed some- 
thing, though not a great deal, to our stock of prize-winners, 
This Is the old Cheshire or Shropshire terrier. By far the most 
Important strain of this sort was that belonging to Domvllle 
Poole, a well known Shropshire squire. His keoDel was in 1U 
prime some flve-snd-thlrty years ago. Where be obtained his 
original blood from I have never been able to learn. They were 
bred with great care, and had atone time reached such uniformity 
of type that, as I was told by s friend of Mr. Poole’s, s stranger 
often failed to distinguish one dog from another. This ought to 
be at once a warning and an encouragement to moderD breeders. 
At one time Mr. Poole had about twenty couples of them, ami 
was painted with his pack around him. At a later period, within 
my own memory, they had been reduced to about half a dozen, 
partly from their pugnacity and frequent deadly battlee, partly, 
as Mr. Poole himself believed, from too persistent adherence to 
his own blood. Tbelr piuck wae moat severely tested, and If a 
young one fell short in that respect, he was soon sentenced to 
the horee-pond. This pluck was undoubtedly originally obtained 
from a bull-dog source, and I suspect occasionally replenishe'd in 
the same fashion, and ae a natural consequence, pink noses and 
prick and tulip ears found their way iu. At the same time Mr. 
Poole always endeavored to keep out those features; in fact, he 
tried to get his doge with as much as possible of the exterior of 
pure fox-terriers, and the internal temper and character of the 
bull-terrier. I do not know whether any of his terriers ever ran 
with hounds. If they did I should think they must often have 
been too savage for their work, and Inclined to close with and 
morder tbelr fox, Instead of BnapplDg at and bolting It. And I 
would here remark that the bull-terrier croes affects the whole 
temper and character as much aa his external appearance. It does 
not, as far as my experience goes, affect a dog's nose, as might be 
expected; Indeed, some of the keenest hunters I have known 
have been dogs with a strong bull cross. But it tend* to make 
him mute instead of noisy, and more quarrelsome than belonflt to 
the true foz-terrier't character. Nor is the pluck of a bull-terrtei 
and a fox-terrier wholly identical. The former Is stol -ally Indifferent 
to pain; the latter feels punishment, yet returns to the charge 
again from sheer keenness aod love of sport.

Conning Jack Rabbits In Kansas.

Editor Cbicaqo Field :—We had been out coursing In the 
afternoon, and had just gotten the ponies safely stabled and the 
hounds In kennel, when a regular old gray-headed blizzard com¬ 
menced to hlow, and now at 9 o'clock was howling and blowing 
all It knew how. We, the Duke, spending a few weeks in 
from Colorado, the Dominie, a young Englishman rector of our 
little parleb, Will and myself, denizens of these plains, were 
drawn closely around tbe open grete fire. The Duke wse abeorbed 


deeply In the Chicago Field, the Dominie wee engroesed In the 
Churchman, Will fondling Crystal on the rug, and your humble 
servant proudly dandling on bis knee, his first boy. Not much 
conversation going on, a lazy feeling pervading the atmosphere 
Inside, but the blizzard . blowing like sixty, outside. Presently 
the door fit the room opens, and a clink, clink, of glass against 
glass ls heard and the “gnde wife” comes In bearing in her hands 
a waiter, and the atmosphere is redolent with lemon, sugar and 
the “blessed poteen,” and steam from half a dozen glasses of 
hot punch rises like grateful Incense. 

The Duke throws down the Chicago Field, the Churchman 
ls Bung aside, Will straightens himself up, ami Into his mother’s 
hands goes the boy. 

Each one, now, has hts glass, and sipping the grateful nectar 
(made after the celebrated recipe given by Father Tom to the 
Pope), tongues are unloosed, the cigar Is lighted, the lire grows 
ruddier, jokes are cracked, stories told, and the events of the 
chase rehearsed. 

“By the way,” says the Duke, “why don’t some of you fellows 
write a description of some of our coursing experiences to the 
Chicago Field ; lam sure tbe editor would appreciate it, and 
the readers enjoy It." “Yes," speaks the Dominie, “the Duke 1s 
right, and If I had time would do it, but you all know-how busy 
I am.” 

“Well boys,” spoke your bumble servaut,“I agree with you the 
Idea 1 b a good one, ami as I have an hour to spare, before the 
old lady says, ‘come now, ’tie bed time,’ I believe I will write 
the Chicago Field a description of our chase to-day.” So Ml'. 
Editor this Is the way I became a contributor to tbe columns of 
the Chicago Field. 

Our party to-day In addition to the four seated urouud the 
fire, consisted of the doctor, (Irreverently called by the boys 
“Coyote Doc," from bis great love for cbaslog and catching 
coyotes), and Bill, a long-haired son of the plains, now settled 
down Into a respectable citizen, but a record of whose checkered 
career would make the fortune of a dime novel writer. 

A11 are well moulted on fleet and wiry mustangs. Running 
ahead of the horses are the hounda. Fleet, Frisky, Matty, Flora, 
Flash and Dart. We go jogging along until a mile from town 
we come to unbroken prairie with a corn-field on one side, and a 
long stretch of prairie, level as a bam floor, ahead. A likely 
place to find tbe long-eared and fleet Jacks. The hunters stretch 
themselves out serosa the prairie, the dogs prick up their ears and 
hold high their heads, and the ponies begin to anticipate the fan. 
Presently along the line from the extreme right, nearest the 
corn-field, eomes the cry, Yo, hoi yo, hoi Mr. Jack is seen 
leaping along for a jump or two with ears erect. The nearest 
bound Is a hundred yards from him. A splendid start and a fair 
one for Jack. He knows now what is up. Down go his long 
ears to the side of his head, and he’s off like a flash. Tbe dogs 
all see him now, and like an arrow from a bow, they are" letting 
themselves out. Yo, hoi yo, ho! with tally hoi from the Eng¬ 
lishman rings out along the line; the ponies feel the spur, and 
off at break-neck speed goes the crowd. G’loug! what strides 
Fleet Is making. See how she gets over the ground. The jack 
la an old soldier and knows he must do his beat to save h Is hide. 
Look at bis jumps, ten feet ata skip. Fleet has him. No, a turn, 
by Jove! Now see old Frisky, bow he pulls out and takes the 
lead. Grand old boy 1 you’ll get him, sure. No, a go-by. Fleet 
again In the lead, not much ahead of Frisky, and tbe other dogs 
close behind, and riders doing their best to keep up with the 
dogs. 

“ VVhat’s that you Bay, Will down! Never mind, he’s been on 
the plains long enough to look out for buffalo wallows.” 

But no one cares for the riders, 'tls the Jack and dog3 we're In- 
tereeted In. The pack are now showing grand speed, and Jack’s 
fate will soon be sealed. Fleet and Frisky are now neck and 
neck,with their noses almost on Jack's tall. Fleet stretches out, 
gives a grand Bpurt, and Mr. Jack’s trdubles are over. Nothing 
Is seen but a pack of hounds with heads centered to a focus, and 
long-haired BUI tumbling from his horse Into their midst to ssve 
the trophy of the chase from being tom to pleses. AH are In at 
tbe death, Will, a little late and very dirty, but none the wotae 
for his tumble. Jack is tied to the saddle, the dogs are given a 
breathing spell and off we are for another chase. 

We go on to another piece of prairie and soon start another 
“long ear." Off, off we go. Yo-hol Yo-ho! rings out along 
tbe line, the hounds puU out, and the old reliables Fleet and 
Frisky are soon to the front. “Take care boys, or you'll lose him; 
he’s making for the com shocks.” He's a sly one and would 
rather trust his wits than hts heelB, and he shows thg wisdom of 
his choice, for soon after reaching the corn-field the pack seem 
demoralized and Jack ls nowhere to be seen. The sly old fellow 
Is doubtless snug enough under a corn shock wondering what bus¬ 
iness all those dogs and yelling horsemen wanted with him. 
We leave the old fellow to his meditations. After two hours we 
have five Jacks to our saddles. 

The wind has changed to tpe north; along, dusky cloud on 
the northern horizon tells us that a blizzard Is coming, and as 
we have nearly five miles to ride we turn our faces homeward, 
well pleased with the work of the dogs, refreshed with the exer¬ 
cise, each cheek redder, and each eye brighter. 

Did you ever chase a Jack, Mr. Editor! “A tame amusement,” 
did I hear you say 1 Try It once. Get on a wiry mustang some 
bracing Fall or Winter day, follow a good pack of hounds, and 
then tell me If It Is a tame amusement. 

“No fight In Jack." True, but plenty of speed and you know 
it ls always a pleasure to witness Intense physical energy. Then, 
the pare, bracing air, the “ozone " tingling to your fingers’ ends, 
your pony traveling for all he’s worth, your hand firm on the 
bridle to keep his head up, should he get his foot In a hole, add 
enough excitement to the chase to make It a rare enjoyment. 
But I may weary you; so some other time I wUl tell you how wo 
chase and catch coyotes; plenty of fight In them, and how our 
dogs pull down an antelope. 

Prairie chickens and quails are out of season, ponds and 
streams frozen tight as wax, and until docks and geese come back 
on their Northern flight, we coofine our attention mostly to those 
long-eared feUows who are namesakes of Jack. 

[Did we ever chase a jack-rabbit I We should say we had, and 
In Kansas too. We never shall forget It, and we don't believe 
our two friends, Thompson and Hawley, who wero with us, ever 
will forget It, either.—En.| 


MffiRrs. Whllfonl, Dew, Campbell, Sanborn, Wan maker, 
Short and Others Eclipsed. 


It Is no anuBual thing for the papers of the West, and of the 
East, for that matter, to publish glowing accounts of the heroism 
of some lady In the West who has brought down a bear or a 
panther, or something of that kind, and thereby raved her life, or 
that of some of her friends. Such women are usually endowed 
by the writers of these stories with accomplishments—If they 
may so be called—which are usually possessed only by tbe mem¬ 
bers of the masculine sex. These are expertness In the use of 
the rifle, ability to ride a horse, etc. 

Connecticut people need not go West to find a parallel to these 
esses, for there resides In the town of Wolcolt, Just outside of 
Waterbary, a lady who It possessed of many of the so-called maa- 
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cullne accomplishments, and who is more expert In these than 
ore a majority of men who enjoy the sports of the field, or who 
follow them for a living. Those who have driven on Wballey 
avenue while the sleighing was so good, have probably noticed a 
fine pair of horses which have made excellent speed while flying 
over the snow. The pair was comparatively unknown, and was 
driven by a rather petite lady, who handled the ribbons as grace¬ 
fully and cleverly as any professional driver, managing to send 
her pair along at such a rate of speed as to set the pace for many 
of the pairs with a pedigree as long as one’s arm. She usually 
managed, also, to come out of the finish well to the front, if not 
In the lead. 

This lady driver, who apparently knows no fear, and who takes 
as much Interest in the sport as any of the participants, la Mrs. 
Thomas Falrclough, of Wolcott, probably the best horse-woman 
In the state. Her husband, a tall and rather gaunt-looklng man, 
eujoys the sport as heartily as does Ills wife, and he Is more 
proud of her accomplishments than Is the little lady herself. Mr. 
aud Mrs. Falrclough have a fine farm but a short distance from 
Waterbary, undit is aspotthat is well-known to many New Haven 
people. There now on that farm a number of fine sporting dogs 
owned by parties in tbis city, among them several of Clayton H. 
Redfleld's Gordon setters, these fine animals having been sent 
there by their owners for the purpose of being broken for work 
In the field. Usually dogs of this kind are eeut to inen to handle, 
but Mrs. Fairclongb is certainly the equal, If not the superior, 
of any man In these parts In breaking dogs for field 
work, and dogs that have once been broken by her 
always do their work well, and before she gets through 
with them they are good retrievers, for there is no half way work 
in what she does, and the man Is yet to be found who has seen a 
dog which she has broken, who has “gone back on" Its trainer 
when at work In the field. Not only does Mrs. Falrclough break 
the dogs for work In the field, but she hunts over them, and 
enjoys a day in the woods In search of partridges, quails, or other 
game, as much as does her husband, or any other true sportsman. 
She Is an excellent shot with either a rifle or shot-gun, and Is 
more certain of bringing down a bird on the wing than are many 
of the gentlemen sportsmen In the city who boast of fine dogs, 
the most improved breech-loading guns, and the finest possible 
outfit In the way of a hunting suit. It Is indeed a rare thing for 
Mrs. Falrclough to fire at a bird, no matter how unevenly It may 
be Hying, without bringing It down, and when fi lng at stationary 
objects she Is a dead shot, truer than a majority of those who at¬ 
tempt this sort of thing. The stories regarding the excellence of 
her skill In this direction are numerous,and have the unusual ele¬ 
ment of truth In them—something rather unusual In stories rela¬ 
tive to buutlng. 

Besides being a good hunter, Mrs. Falrclough Is alao a good 
fisher, and those wbo know of her capabilities In this line, say 
that she can “ throw u By " much better than most of our gen¬ 
tlemen sportsmen. Possibly the wary trout are more willing to 
be caught on a hook when a fair hand throws the tempting look¬ 
ing fly to the surface of the brook. Certain It la that she has 
uousual luck In enticing the fish from the water, and when she 
goes after a striDg of fish she does not come home empty-handed, 
as she koows all the streams in the vicinity, and apparently 
knows also the favorite resorts of the largest and flneBt fish. 

With a horse, Mrs. Falrclough la perfectly at home, tnd there 
Is no man-driver with a surer or steadier hand than she, as the 
many who have seen her drive about the streets of Waterbury 
well know. The most fractious and apparently Unmanageble colt 
that was ever foaled yields to her at once and acknowledges her 
as Ita misUess, and under her care Is ae easily broken as Isa dog. 

A lively brush with a pair of horses which are a good match for the 
pair she drives Is much more enjoyable to berthan the best meal 
which could be set before ber. On the road ebe wanta none of 
the courtesy shown to her which Is usually accorded by the 
sterner to the gentler sex. . A free road and a fair trial Is all 
that she desires, and if under each clrcumatances she Is beaten, 
ahe gracefully acknowledges the defeat, and la ready to challenge 
the winner to another brueb. If the fox-hunt were a fashiona¬ 
ble sport In this country, as it ia in England, Mrs. Falrclough 
would be one of the most enthusiastic of all hunters, and It 
would take either an exceptionally good rider pitted against her, 
or a poor horse under her, to prevent her from being In at tbe 
death and capturing tbe brush. 

Though Mrs. Falrclough ia such a lover of the sports of the 
field, aud such an extraordinary woman in many respects, she Is 
not, as might be supposed, a masculine woman, but Is essentially 
a home body, and her bouse Is always as neat, tidy, and well- 
cared for as that of any bouse-wlfe. She la essentially a home- 
lady, and of a retiring and unassuming character, but has about 
her that dash and independence, which, when coupled with be¬ 
coming modesty, makes a woman so attractive In tbe eyea of men. 
There la none of the unwomanly Independence and defiance about 
her that would place her Jn the ranksof strong-minded women. She 
loves her house, her farm, an ! the sports of the field, and euters 
into the management of the two former with as 
much zest as In the latter, and is Indeed a helpmeet to her hus¬ 
band. Bothare constant visitors to the annual fair in Waterbury, 
ana are generally seen at the county fairs held In this city, and 
It is an uncommon thing when the products of their farm and 
household are not on exhibition, and as a general rule Mr. and 
Mrs. Falrclough are among tbe list of prize-takers. 

Messrs. David Cowell aud Henry Pardee, of this city, have 
each received to-day ahandsome orange and white dog from Mrs. 
Falrclough. They are out of G.' E. Osborn’s Maud (France- 
Fancy) by Henry Cowell’s Jocko (One Eyed Bancho—Hyer’s 
Belle) and were broken by (he lady herself.—New Haven ffeglttrr. 

A Breeder’s Reply to Mr. Herzberg. 

London, Eno. 

Editor UutcAoo Field:— 1 see that Mr. Herzberg has replied 
to my letter, but not answered It. He contradicts me flatly In 
several cases, but I do not see the use of answering him In such 
small questions ae what he did say and what be did not say; he 
eaye enough in every letter he writes to condemn himself. 

His attempts to pull himself and his kennel, also are aelf-cou- 
demnatory, for he shows that out of twenty-five years' breeding 
he has bred only one noted dog. His assertion, that his 
kennel Is conceded to be second to none, means, of co'hrse, that 
he himself concedes that much. Certaiuly no one who regards 
public form as a test of merit would do so. I presume Mr. 
Herzberg thinks to raise the reputation of hie own kennel by 
pulling down the reputation of the Llewellin setter. His wish is 
evident, but the attempt le feeble. 

Mr. Herzberg contradicts me when I say the Llewellin setters 
have done more In America than any other breed, by the simple 
process of telling you who gave them their reputation, confus¬ 
ing ‘ reputation” with “ name’’ or “ title.’’ He further contra¬ 
dicts me when I say they have done more In England than any other 
breed, by saying that In England they never compete aa Llewellin 
ri* 1 " 8 ' 1® true, but proves nothing. They compete as 

English setters” against every other breed of English setter*, 
which they could not do If there was a special class for them or 
any other of the many breeds of that race, which there la not, 
and I expect, never wlU be. Moreover, ae the breed In England 
Is nearly exclusively the property of Mr. Llewellin, It would be elm- 
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pie repetition to describe Its members Id the catalogues as "Llew¬ 
ellin setters” wbeu they are entered as bred and exhibited by 
Mr. Llewellin. 

Mr. Herzberg eaye In his third paragraph be wishes “ to stick 
to the question at issue, viz. the pedigree of Emperor Fred,” 
but Id thirteen paragraphs, before and after that, be saya not one 
word about It. In bis sixteenth paragraph he tells ua of one 
other man besides himself who thinks Emperor Fred la by Blue 
Prtnce, that Is Mr. Llewellin, and declares, therefore, I cannot 
be Mr. Llewellln’a mouth piece, because I said Emperor Fred was 
by Tory. I humbly beg to be allowed to say I am nobody’s 
mouth piece but my owu, and I am perfectly ready to assure Mr. 
Herzberg that I still believe that Mr. Robinson’s letter went to 
show that Emperor Fred bad no known sire, aud I believe that 
tbe probabilities are greatly In favor of his being by Tory. Mr. 
Herzberg says I promised to prove that Fred has no known pedi¬ 
gree, but that I do not do so, and be further says that I 
contemptuously reject tbe letter of Mr. Robinson. In 
deed, 1 did nothing of the kind. I accepted the letter as 
evidence of the value of Mr. Robinson’s word. In that letter Mr. 
R rbinson states that he sold a bitch, as by Tory, when he knew that 
Tory had not served her mother first, but that suotber dog bad 
done so, when, therefore, he thought or knew the pedigree was 
a doubtful one. Mr, Roblnsou’a letter shows that the mother 
of tbla said bitch was first served by Blue Prince and that he knew 
it was so.and yet he sold the said bitch as by Tory In direct oppo¬ 
sition to that knowledge. UdMI this is cleared up I can accept 
no statement of Mr. Robinson’s. Now, Mr. Herzberg’s letter of 
Nov. 23, proves tbat he can not clear up this doubtful proceed¬ 
ing. Mr. Herzberg’s letter proves be can not clear it up, be¬ 
cause, although he says he has no desire to champion Mr. Robin¬ 
son, he proceeds to do so, yet be neglects to say one word about 
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the foregoing serious matter. Even should Mr. Robinson be 
able to prove himself guiltless, yet Mr. Herzberg will none the 
less have championed Mr. Robinson wbeu the evidence of his 
own letter condemns him, and when if Mr. Herzberg believes 
what that letter says, then be champions false pedigrees, and If 
he does not believe It, then he champions a falsehood. 

I can only excuse all this through the belief In that haziness I 
attributed to Mr. Herzberg’s class of mind, aud as he declares 
he shall continue to be courteous, and yet calls my remarks Ill- 
bred personalities at one and the same time, to say nothing of 
fiat contradictions when he himself Is In error, I shall continue 
to think his attempts are abortions. I do not like cant 
of any sort, and cant courtesy as little . as any. If a man la 
courteous he has no need to tell people so,' If be la not when he 
ought to be, then his feeble remedy Is to say be Is bo Had Mr. 
Herzberg asked me with common civility why I said Emperor 
Fred was by Tory, I should have been pleased to Inform blm. 
As I said In my former letter, I shall not now help him lo a ped¬ 
igree for his dog, which Mr. Laverack said was by Tory, and the 
kennel lad or man (Mr. Herzberg does not seem to know which) 
says he Is by Blue Prince, and tbe “ English Stud Book ” author¬ 
ities have decided It aa doubtful. Doubtful It will remain, and 
doubtful I fear will Mr. Herzberg’a conduct remain In champion¬ 
ing a man he can pot defend, and actions for which he can not 
even suggest sd excuse. 

Mr. Herzberg Is at liberty to thlok me a windmill or goblin, 
or ae he says, in 'he height of his haziness both. Either are 
hard bitting I expect, especially for the hitters.

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Natural Pointers and Backers.

Editor Csioaoo Field :—I have read with Interest the arti¬ 
cles on Mr. Whitman’s black pointers. Mr. Orrof Ban Francisco 
had a dog of the same color and strain, a present I believe, from 
Mr. Pape, and a very fine animal, from Mr. Orr’s account of him. 

Mr. Whitman's account of his pups shows them to possess an 
Intense hunting propensity, and qualities to make It useful But 
do not Mr. Dllley’a dogs exhibit the same! When Mr. Laver, 
ack'a book waa published, I read It, and thought hts claim tbat 
his stock pointed and backed naturally at six mouths was u 
breeder’s boast. As my Interest Id field sports Increased, and 
experience convinced me tbat the demands of California quail 
shooting could only.be fulfilled through the whole season by the 
pointer, I wrote Mr. Dllley. Remembering Mr. Laverack’e claim 
I asked Mr. Dllley If he would warrant, his dogs to point and 
back naturally. He promptly replied “Yea," and I purchaaed 
from him a Ranger—Queen bitch pup ten weeks old. 

When seven months old I took her out, not havli g an earlier 
opportunity. She backed tbe flret point of ber companion In¬ 
stantly, and staunchly; and from that time til) her death her 
backlog waa prompt, sod stylish and staunch. Her pointing was 
also sure, and she became an excellent retriever from laud ancV 
water. She waa killed by the cars when a little over a year old. 

I bought another. This one distemper disabled, and Mr. Dll 
ley, without charge, sent me a Ranger—Fleet dog pup, whelped 
last June. Though I had bad no opportunity to handle or 
train him, I took him out on New Year’s Day to see what quail 
ties nature bad put In him, that were worth supplementing by 
man’s labor. No opportunity to point presented, and but one 
to retrieve. I winged a enlpe. Tbe pup not seeing it fall I 
started blm toward It. He eoon found It, and after some little 
hesitation brought It to me, briskly and tenderly. I then cast 
It off In another direction. He again found It, and again brought 
it quickly aud carefully. Both times he held It until I took ll 
from him. 

Any ooe who has trained dogs, and knows how difficult It is to 
make even a trained retriever pick up his first snipe, can esti¬ 
mate the strength of my pup’s disposition to birds aDd retriev¬ 
ing. 

I also bought from Mr. Dllley a Ranger—Queen bitch pup, for 
Mr. Bissford, of this county. The first time she was taken out 
she pointed, and a few days afterward made nine successive 
points on as many different birds, and this without a flush. She 
also backed without previous training or order tbe first point she 
had ever seen. Both on point and back she Is staunch to a fault. 
Neither of these pups are gun-shy. 

When In 8an Francisco the other day I called to see Queen 
Mab. Sbe deserves ber reputation. Bbe Is the handsomest set¬ 
ter I have ever seen, except one. I think Mr. Orr’a Gordon bitch 
Nelly Is as handsome, and, by the way, does not exhibit any of 
the heaviness attributed to ber stralD, and which Is so conspicu¬ 
ous In the picture of Grouse, published In your paper.

The Geneva Gun 
Club will do everything reasonable within their power to add to 
tbe success of tbe trials, aud members have already pledged 
themselves to enter eleven dogs at ten dollars each, or pay that, 
amount If they have no dogs to enter, and I am certain we can 
secure twenty dogs around here, to say nothing of those tbat 
would come from a distance. 

Let each one take a personal Interest in the matter, and we 
will have the grandest trials ever yet held In this country. I 
will be pleased to answer any Inquiries as to locality of grounds, 
chances for board, etc. C H. Tidd, M. D.

B. O.,of Edinburgh, Scotland, 
writes: “I cau not help sending you my quota of evidence to 
assist Mr. Whittle In extinguishing the absurd and unnatural 
notion of a bitch being spoiled by being put to a dog of a differ¬ 
ent breed than herself. I bought a white English terrier bitch, 
which via to whelp to e brown mongrel. In dne coarse there 
appeared on the scene, to disappear more quickly, five ugly 
brutes. The next time sbe came In use I put her to my old dog 
Romeo (since deed), the result being four English terriers, one of 
tbe bitches having a brindle cheek. Sbe has had three litters 
alnce, and not one ’individual ’ of the three litters but has been 
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a true representative of Its parents. A daughter of the above 
(the brindled-cheeked bitch) when a little over nine months old 
produced five whelps to a rough terrier. The next time she 
1 came that way ’ was to a young dog of mine named Laddie, to 
whom she had seven English terriers, five pure white, and two 
■narked exactly like herself. Now, sir, you will notice that there 
was the double dye, as It were, and still pure-bred ones were pro¬ 
duced. Is It not often the case that when a bitch has been 
' warded' the owner thinks 1 Now the deed la done,' and that no 
more trouble need betaken, and allows her to run about! when, 
alas I some of the ‘cells ’ being still empty, are Sited by the pro¬ 
duce of some cunning beggar of a dog (who has been on the 
watch for perhaps days), hence the two breeds In the same 
litter.”

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE EQUIPMENTS OF 
8PORTSMEN. 

The last decade has been an era of Improvements In all things 
pertaining to the use and comfort of manktud, but In no depart¬ 
ment have such Improvements been more conspicuous thau in 
the implements provided for use In the field aud atream. 

A few years since, within the memory of all, or nearly all, who 
shoot or fish, the paraphernalia of the hunter or fisherman web 
comparatively Btmple, and viewed lu the light of this era of 
breech-loading guns, and jointed bamboo-tipped rods, with nickel 
plated reels and mountings, seem Inadequate to furnish sport or 
pleasure. 

In those days, now paat and gone, never to return, the pur¬ 
suer of the rapid Hying quail or darting woodcock, war content 
to carry a good substantial muzzle-loader, straight stock, and 
without a pistol grip. His supply of powder was slung over bis 
shoulder In a horn, or flask, with a charger at the muzzle, the 
spring of which was always getting out of order; his shot was 
In a belt around his waist, or contained In a flask with another 
spring charger, forever giving him trouble; while for wadding, 
the large majority used old paper of some description. He who 
used manufactured wadding, generally carried the wads loose In 
his pockets, and was looked upon as a species of dandified sports¬ 
man. In those days the oow abandoned game sack swung over 
one shoulder, aud was amply sufficient to hold the game killed. 

How differently equipped were the sportsmen of 1880, and 
bow few, as they loaded their shells, the night before the start, 
leaving powder and shot In bulk behind them In the loading- 
room, and entered the Held with their elegantly finished breech¬ 
loaders, and carrying their loaded shells In a neat, convenient 
shell belt, gave one thought to the subject upon which we write. 

The latest novelty Is accepted and used, as a general thing, as 
though It bad been a familiar article for years. Even the neatly- 
fitting shooting coat, with the pockets for game bo deftly arranged 
lhat when filled the weight Is evenly divided, falling upon both 
shoulders Instead of the old-fashioned straining pull upon one, 
Is worn without once arousing a thought of the change from the 
old game bag. 

And see the flBberman, as he whlpB the stream for the wary 
trout, with his elegant split and jointed rod, bamboo tipped, and 
adorned with sliver reel 1 Think you, as the gamy victim leaps 
Into the air to snatch the enticing fly, and, as the result of a suc¬ 
cessful “strike,” makes the air merry with the music of the 
rapidly clicking reel, be gives a thought to the latter day Im¬ 
provements he 1 b using ; and yet perchance, this self same angler, 
In early days, acquired hla love for ihe noble sport In the U6e of 
a supple alder cut from the banks of the stream whereon he 
fished, while bis most enticing bait, was the slimy ungle worm or 
the molasses spewing grasshopper. 

Is It not a truth, that a large majority of sportsmen would 
lose their love for shooting and angling If compelled to again use 
the tools of their earlier eport, or such as their fathers used 
before them! 

Our thoughts were turned lu tills direction, by looking 
over the advertisements In a late number of the Chicago 
Field, aud comparing them with an Issue of a similar medium 
of fifteen years ago. 

The average American citizen accepts these various Improve 
meats as matters of fact, and purchases and uses the articles In 
the same way. And yet, millions of dollars are Invested in the 
manufacture and Importation of guns, fishing rods, and tbelr 
appendants. The Ingenuity of man is taxed to Its uttermost, to 
devise useful and ornamental additions to the already large 
list of the articles now considered a necessity for those 
-about to enter the field, or follow the stream for Bport. 
Now we find palatial stores devoted exclusively to the sale 
of all be needs, or can wish for; huge magazines of sportsmen’s 
goods, where one can purchase every article, from the cheapest 
dog whistle to the breech-loader glittering with ite mountings of 
precious metals, a work of art, coaling hundreds of dollari; 


while the heart of the angler bounds for Joy, as he sees 
rode of every dlecrlptlon, from the plain bamboo oane worth a 
few shillings, to the elegant jointed split bamboo, with butt, tip 
and reel of solid silver, with price according; while the 
show cases are filled with lines of silk of finest workmanship 
aud delicate appearance, yet capable, In skillful bands, of landing 
the largest and gamiest flab; and books of flies of gaudiest color 
and most ethereal texture. 

It la an old but true saying that “ money makes the mare go,” 
and It is wealth which has made possible, and caused to be created 
these things of which we write. 

We have reached an era, when every necessary article for the 
field and stream Is within th6 reach of all, the varying degrees 
of quality and expensiveness of decoration, being regulated 
only by the depth of our pocket books, coupled with our will to 
speud. We have no doubt that the sum expended for goods of 
this class, during the present year, will reach the millions. 

And, now, as the bleaslDgs of wealth are pouring In upon us, 
enabling the great number to Indulge In what a short time since 
were luxuries at the command of only the few, let ub bear in 
mind the future of the game of our country, the extinction of 
which would render valueless our costly guns and rods, be they 
ever so finely constructed, or so beautiful to the eye. If our 
game Is not protected, If our streams are not controlled so that 
our game fish may not be disturbed while reproducing themselves 
lu accordance with nature’s laws, then shall our outlay for these 
weapons of the chsse be but money thrown away, aside from the 
loss of enjoyment from a barren huuting or fishing trip. 

The fault Is not with the laws as they are upon the statute 
books of the various states, but in their observance, or rather In 
their Hon-ohjeraancs. The greatest cause, or one of the greatest, 
for the breaking of these laws, arises from the selfishness of the 
would-be sportsman. His desire to get In the field a little before 
some brother Bportsman, to make a larger bag than some rival, 
causes him to anticipate the opening of the season, and for the 
sake of a few hours selfish pleasure, scatter and decimate coveys 
of half-matured birds, thereby, In many cases, destroying all 
the pleasure of the law-abiding sportsmen In an entire section of 
country, and by hls bad example encouraging the trapper and 
the netter to do likewise. 

Let all Bach be frowned down, and ostracized by the law abiding, 
no matter how high the standing of the offender may be, socially, 
In the community where he resides, or where the offense Is com¬ 
mitted. Wehave often bad occasion to furnish evidence In our 
columns, that the rich and wealthy are. In this respect, the most 
persistent law-breakers. We counsel you, therefore, to let not 
rank or wealth count, In seeking whom to punish, but let the 
penalties be enforced without fear, favor or affection, and In due 
time may come the happy day, when public sentiment will be so 
educated and determined, that fears for the extinction of our 
game fish and blrda will have no existence. 

God speed the time. 

MEETING OF THE VIRGINIA FISH AND CAME 
ASSOCIATION. 

The Virginia Fish and Game Association met at the Norvell 
House, Lynchburg, Va., January 13, and was called to order by 
the president, Dr. W. A. Strother. Many new members were 
present, and after the reading of the constitution and by-laws, 
the president delivered his annual address, which was replete 
with matters of Interest to all. 

The chairman of the executive committee reported the making 
of necessary arrangements for bringing violators of the state 
laws to punishment. 

The treasurer reported a balance of $49 In the treasury. 

Some slight alterations were made In the by-laws, and sixteen 
new members proposed and elected. 

A resolution waa offered by Mr. R. Stockton Terry, and 
adopted authorizing the payment to any one, not a member of 
the association, of a reward of fifty cents per head for each 
hawk, other than sparrow hawk, and each owl, other than screech 
owl, killed In the counties of Amherst, Bedford, Campbell, Nel¬ 
son, Appomattox and Pittsylvania, upon the delivery of the head 
to the secretary of the association. 

A resolution was proposed by Mr. R M. Brown, Jr., qnd 
adopted, directtDg the executive committee to memorialize the 
next legislature for the passage of a law prohibiting the trapping 
and netting of birds within the state. 

On motion of Mr. R. 8tocktou Terry, the executive committee 
was Instructed to ask the legislature to extend similar protection 
to hares during the breeding season. 

The association then took a recess of oue hour to enable them 
to partake of an elegant supper, upon the Invitation of Mr. R. 
Stockton Terry, of Lynchburg, and upon reassembling a unani¬ 
mous vote of thanks was tendered that gentleman for hls hos¬ 
pitable entertainment. 

Upon motion of Mr. L. M. Kean, of Lynchburg, the executive 
committee waa Instructed to correspond with the various associa¬ 
tions In the state, and with Individuals Interested, to procure the 
passage of full and symmetrical laws for the protection of fish 
and game, and looking to the calling of a delegate convention 
to procure the passage of such laws. 

A motion made by Mr. R. W. P. Morris, of Lynchburg, waa 
adopted. Instructing the executive committee to prepare and 
circulate an address soliciting membership from the surround¬ 
ing counties, and requesting each couoty, as soon as repre¬ 
sented, to eleet a vice president, pro lem, and to present at the 
next annual meeting the name of a vice president for the ensu¬ 
ing year. 

The following gentlemen were then elected officers of the as¬ 
sociation for ibeyear 18811 

President—W A. Strother, of Lynchburg.' 

Vice Presidents—J. Htolmes Smith, for Lynchburg; R. R, 
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Brown, Jr., for Amherst; Colonel R. W. Withers, for Campbell; 
John J. Woodruff, for Bedford, and Wm. F. Page, for Wythe 
county. 

Secretary and Treasurer—L. M. Kean, of Lynchburg. 

Messrs. Charles W. Button, Alex. McDonald and Thomas 
Whitehead, edltors-ln-cblef of the Lynchburg city papers were 
elected honorary members. 

After mutual congratulations on the cordial and highly sue] 
cessful meeting just held, the association adjourned. 

Tu* Louisville Tournament. —Messrs. Barbour and Griffith, 
managers of the Loulavllle Sportsmen’s Association’s tournament, 
which, as we announced In our last Issue, commences May 80, and 
lasts six days, write us that their programme will exceed In the 
number of shoot*, and the value of the purses, any previous tour¬ 
nament of the association, which means one of the best tourna¬ 
ments ever held, as the Louisville Sportsmen's Association’s 
Tournaments have always been among the best each year. Odo 
feature will be a gala day, or what the managers term a ladles’ 
day, on which will be an Inter-state team shoot, open to every 
state. The conditions will be six men to the team; four pairs 
and nine single rises each, making one hundred and two birds to 
the team; one hundred dollars entrance, Including birds; prizes 
fifty, thirty and twenty per cent. In addition each winning team 
will be presented with a good breech-loading shot gun. Parties 
In Louisville propose donating a prize for the highest Bcore made 
In the Kentucky team. Messrs. Barbour and Griffith wish a 
similar prize would be offered for the teams from other states, 
and they will liberally advertise any dealer In sportsmen’s goods 
donating such a prize. 

The Circuit. —The Illinois State Sportsmen’s Association 
claims June 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 as the date for holding the annual 
convention and tournament of the Association at Chicago, which 
will bring It next to Louisville In the circuit. The tournament 
on the first day, Tuesday, will be confined to members of the 
Association, but on the four following days #111 be open to the 
world, and will be one of the richest In purses ever held. The 
next in the circuit Is the Iowa State Association for the Protec¬ 
tion of Game and Flab, which claims June 14, W, 16, 17 and 18. 
Pennsylvania decided on Juue 7 at their meeting last year, which 
claim Illinois would have regarded had it extended beyond the 
oue day, but Inferring that the meeting would not last longer 
than the one day, June 7, as no other day was claimed, and that 
therefore for that reason it would not Interfere with Pennsylva¬ 
nia we decided that.the Illinois state meeting should commence 
on June 7.

The Driving Park has agreed to add $7,500 with an 
additional $3,500 to the winner of the fastest heat, If trotted or 
paced In 2:10J or better. Tha winner to take all the stakes and 
added money, or, if more desirable to the owners of the horses, 
75 per cent, to first and 35 per cent, to Becond. This proposition 
to remain open until the 1st day of April, 1881. 


Rowell and Vaughn.— Rowell Is coming again, and with 
him Vaughn. They sailed from Liverpool last Saturday In the 
Abyssinia. On their arrival a match will be made to take place 
at the Madison Square Garden, New York, the second week lu 
March, and the Messrs. Kuntz are to be the managers. Rowell 
and Vanghn are to be matched agaffist O'Leary and an unknown 
American. Rowell Is to go as he pleases against the unknown, 
and Vaughn Is to walk heel and toe against O’Leary.

will find and eat It. As we remarked In a previous Issue the 
quails have yet much cold, and hunger, unless fed, to endure, 
and must be looked after to save them from extermination In 
many localities.

becoming corroded, snd the difficulty experienced in removing the 
caps, and other objections too numerous to mentlou; but fully ap¬ 
preciated by the many Bufferers who possess this style of brass 
shell, and do not feel like giving them up or throwing them away, 
and purchasing a new lot. My remedy Is simple, ^"lthrne, 
proved very effective. I took two dozen old shells with the raov 
able anvil and with a strong aod sharp pair of cutlers pulled the 
movable anvil out and cut It off so that I cou d remove It; then 
I cap them the same as I would paper shells, when reloading 
. them, UBlng the prepared caps with anvils In them the same as 

• are usedJor reloading paper shellB. By so doing I find they 
reload much easier; In fact, just the same as a paper shell; and 
the same tool you use In removing exploded caps from paper 

- shell answers to'remove the exploded caps on the brass shells, 
and with the same ease, after being treated as I have described.

It might be truthfully said 
of us “ All seasons are thine!" Ah — no close season; no game 
laws; plenty of pot hunters, but even had we game laws, we 
would always have some hunting, sb our game Is so diversified. 
Our legislature Is now In session, but Is not likely to pass any 
game laws, as the pot-hunters are largely In the majority and 
tbev are satisfied that there will be plenty of game here as long 
as they live, and they care but little for those who may come 
after them; yet It Is a crying Bharae that some efforts are not 
being made to have a law passed, and the wholesale slaughter 
stooped. We have had fine sport this Winter, duck shooting; 
there have been Immense quantities, and there are plenty yet. 
We do not have to go a mile In any direction without finding 
plenty There are also some geese, bat few of them have been

Wild turkey, southwest 
variety plenty within fifty miles; deer, black-tailed, moderately 
plenty within fifty miles; bear, moderately plenty within fifty 
miles; also a mountain hare which I have not yet been able to 
kill, so cannot Identify. 

In the river bottoms arc also found sandhill cranes, great 
blue herons, night herons, bitterns and least bitterns, which 
though not true game, are generally shot. 

In the Jeymay mountains, about seventy-five mllee northweet 
I have caught many brook trout ; they took the fly In preference 
to any other bait, and though I think not as gamy as the eaetern 
variety, gave floe sport. These "Rio Grande” trout average 
arger than the trout of the Beaverklll in New York, or thc Wll- 
lanemoc, averaging about seven ounces; my largest fish weighed 
oue pound and eight ounces, hut gave no more play than a 
three quarter pound Beaverklll fish; a red hackle fly took best 
next a white moth and a black gnat.

Ae to how we hunt foxes here, ) will tell you by narrating a 
fox hunt I had last week. An old fox hunting friend of mine, 
known far and wide by the appellation of Uncle Andy, surprised 
me by riding Into my yard and sounding bis horn just at night¬ 
fall. I went out and welcomed the old gentleman as be 
alighted. Uncle Andy Is the bean Ideal of an old time fox 
hunter. Imagine a tall, slender figure, with a snowy beard reach¬ 
ing to his saddle bow, mingling with the chestnut rnaneof a well- 
kept hunter, a heavy moustache and long white hair falling upou 
hie shoulders; but If you looked Into his merry gray eye, full of 
boyish humor, you'd scarcely beffeve Uncle Andy had counted 
seventy-six New Years. 

“Hello, Pious,” said he; “ I’ve just come over to stir you up 
In your den; you’ve been hibernating ever since you returned 
from New York. Don’t you think a fox chase would thaw out 
the cold you brought from Bobbin's Island? ” 

“ I think it would, Unde Andy; I am glad to see you; come In 
and take something.” But the old gentleman would not go In 
until he saw bis dogs boused and his rafthful steed luxuriating 
In corn fodder and oats, and his shining coat made sleek with the 
elbow grease furnished by two lusty fifteenth amendments 
Then proceeding to the sideboard we tackled the decanters, 
Unde Andy showing a decided preference for old Kentucky Bour¬ 
bon.

A large black 
and tan hdund outlegged him, and as he was caught poor Rey¬ 
nard seized one of the hound's long ears, which be never looeed 
until torn from his hold by the entire pack covering him. 

All was now silent except the tugging and pulling of the hounds 
over the dead fox, followed by the exultant shout of Uncle 
Andy, aa he waved the brush In triumph over his head. Happy 
old man I May he live to enjoy many such chases In years to 
come, and lu the chase of life win the brush of eternal happiness
